5. Claims 1-3, 6 and 23-24 are allowed. 

6. The amendment dated 14 April 2004 has been entered. The amendment to 
claim 1 removed the comma [,], but did not insert a period [.]. The amendment to claim 
24 made it dependent upon claims 1 or 2. 
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7. Also, the arguments the 14 April 2004 paper have been considered. 

8. The key features of the sole base claim, claim 1 are summarized accurately on 
pages 9 and 10 of the 14 April 2004 submission. Note applicants' statements that 
polymerizable and non-polymerizable siloxanes are included in their three-component 
system, as presently claimed, on pages 11 and 12 of the 14 April 2004 arguments. 

9. None of the prior art of record, including that applied in the 35 USC 103 rejection 
stated in section 4 of the 14 November 2003 office action, teaches or suggests coating 
agents having all of the features of claim 1 .
